The hill clerk of the house has been 
busy separating and filing tin* bills In­ 
tended to extend relief to the fanners 
of the United States. The government 
printing office today Is working all 
hours to put Into plain print the m eas­ 
ures. good, had and Indifferent, which 
have been Introduced to relieve all 
kinds of critical, supposedly critical 
and near critical situations In the vari­ 
ous Industries of tin* United States. 
Many Farm ing Bills. 
Tile so-called farming bills today are 
In the majority. 
One measure directs 
the committee on hanking and cur­ 
rency to find out what legislation will 
be necessary to penult the proper 
financing of farm ers and stock raisers. 
Another bill authorises the federal re ­ 
serve hoard to take action necessary 
to extern! liberal credits to the cotton 
farmers. 
Another hill prohibits gam ­ 
bling In foodstuffs ami speculation In 
stocks and bonds. 
HHH another one Is 
aimed to prevent the sale of cotton 
and com In future markets. 
Tw o of 
these measures were produced by Re­ 
publicans and two by Democrats. 
The senate agricultural committee 
hns been holding hearings with ii view 
to framing additional relief measures. 
Tobacco growers have said that they 
are In the same plight as other agri­ 
cultural interests. 
Wool growers have 
had their say In the hearings and oth­ 
er Industries either have been benni or 
still are to be benni through their spe­ 
cial pleaders. 
The attention of congress has been 
called to the resolution adopted by the 
American Farm Bureau federation at 
Its annual convention which was held 
In Indianapolis. A legislative program 
was formulated which Includes request 
for changes In the tariff, the Income 
tax. tin* Bsch-Cutnmltts transportation 
act, and for the passage of several 
new measures for various kinds v t re­ 
lief. 
Some Relief Is Probable. 
Other resolutions adopted by other 
bodies have come to congrvs*. 
There 
Is an Immense amount of material on 
hand upon which to pass judgment. 
The session is a short one, but with 
the proper committees working dally, 
and the members attending the actual 
sessions of congress when necessary, 
It Is probable that at this session some 
measures can l*e framed, passed and 
signed which may tiring relief along 
the lines necessary. 
President-elect 
Harding 
has 
been 
asked by various agricultural bodies 
and bv Individual agriculturists to 
appoint to his cabinet a secretary of 
agriculture 
who 
understand* 
every 
phase of funning, tile kind 
of sec­ 
retary who was referred to In speeches 
before the election as “a dirt farmer." 
It is said that Mr. Harding Intends 
to appoint a roan close to the soli for 
this position. 
There seems to bt* full appreciation 
by members of the two houses of con­ 
gress that some legislation must be 
passed to ameliorate present conditions 
in the farming districts aud also In 
some of the city districts where trou­ 
bles have beset the manufacturers. 
Some of the Republicans seem to think 
that a new tariff bill will go a long 
wuy toward remedying existing evils. 
Other Republicans are not so sure of 
this, and the Democrats say that tariff 
legislation will not benefit the slvua- 
tlon In the smallest degree. 
There 
are as many minds on the various 
things as there are subjects. 
T here 
seems to be a realizing sense In con­ 
gress that while quickness of action 
Is necessary, there must not be that 
baste which the proverb says always' 
makes waste.

After the meeting an 
Italian laborer came to me and asked 
lf tie could apeak to me In private. 
We refired behind ii pile of lumber and 
he produced 
$.100 worth of liberty 
bonds which he bad been carrying In 
a belt next to Ills body and which 
were becoming soiled and discolored 
He wanted to know where to* could 
put his bonds for safekeeping, as tie 
was afraid they would he stolen lf hi* 
carried them around ti I til at his work. 
I took him to the president of tin* 
company and suggested that his duty 
was only half done when he had edu­ 
cated tile workers to Invest In gov 
eminent securities, 
lie ought then to 
go on and show the men how to take 
care of their securities by depositing 
them In some good bank. 


Jefferson In Misfortune. 
When Thomas Jefferson retired from 
the presidency ntid returned to Monti­ 
cello In* was lunch In debt., though at 
tile time the fact was not know to 
Illest of his friends. 
He emulated tin* 
example of Washington by trying to 
lie ii fanner, but was so far unsuccess­ 
ful that each year he ran more behind 
financially, 
lit (lie meantime lie was 
keeping open house, entertaining lav­ 
ishly aud sometimes having as many 
as fifty guests. 
At length his affairs got Into such 
bud simp** that he was comjHdled to 
ask congress to buy his library ami 
historical papers, which were thereup­ 
on sold to tile nation 
for 
$28,000, 
These books and papers now form o n e 
of til** most valuable possession* of 
Hie library of congress. 
The money 
tided Jefferson over for a while, Hut 
he was bankrupt when he died, 17 
years after his departure from the 
White House. 
To the day of hts death 
lie took tm active interest In public 
affairs, 
ll** established the Univer­ 
sity of Virginia, serving us its first 
provost, aud |H»raonally s u p e rin te n d e d 
the erection of It* buildings.

Too few nniiiicipatities realist?, 
however, that these modern facilities 
can Im* provided without Impairing the 
beauty of shade trees, says the writer.

Fall planting permits Hi** tree or 
shrub to firmly establish itself, so that 
the April showers and early spring 
sun ca ii begin to draw th** sap ap from 
the mots, and tile minute fibrous root 
Im Irs having chm** contact with til** 
mill n m Immediately take in moisture 
frmn Ho* soil. 
It is tills circulation 
of moisture that means Hi** successful 
development of the plant. 


Fatigue and Production.
